old resident of Bock and Dane counties, 
a;id having been there on a visit tbe past 
winter, I found GO many old friends nnd 
acquaintances, who wished me to write to 
them about the country, I could think oj 
no better way of keeping my promise to 
all of them, than through tbe columns of 
tho Gazette, and perhaps Borne ot your 
many readers wbo are ulrangera to me, 
will be interested in our uew countryi 
crop prospects and what wo are doiug in 
tho Tar west. This part of Nebraska bas 
email streams running through it, about 
IHteeu or twenty miles aparr, coming from 
tbe 
north 
nnd emptying into

Platte, which if about thirty miles dis- 
tant from ns. They aro quite c^cep, and 
very rapid, affording excellent water 
power, and it is well improved. Along 
the streams uro beaiilitul valleys, from 
two to live inihs in width. The land on 
either side of the valleys is colled h'.ll- 
Innd; ie somewhat rough, but ia good for 
stock-raising or grain, too, though it ran 
bo bought much cheaper than tho valley- 
land. There is no stone here; a man 
can plow all summer, without striking 
Btone, and no marshes or wot land. Tbe 
soil is good, and it is tbo finest land to 
work I over saw. It docs not eeem to be 
ad'ected by heavy rains, and stands dry 
weather remarkably well.
